SUBSIDY FOR COASTWISE 
SHIPPING. 

“Sir Auckland Geddes, President 
of the Board of Trade, received a 
deputation recently from the 
Special Committee.of the Honse 
of Commons on Coastwise and 
Inland Waterways Traffic. Mr. 
H. G. Purchase, M.P. who intro- 
‘duced the. deputation, said the 
position of coastwise traffic was 
perilous. The diversion of trade 
on account of war conditions 
should be remedied by a rediver- 
sion’as soon as possible. Mr. G. 
Fenwick, M.P., said thet unless 
there was a rise in the railway 
rates, or the railways refused to 
carry the trade, he did not see how 
the ‘coastwise trade could be re- 
suscitated.
